girg fees (after Mankind was awek d from that 
Monk-rock'd Security in which it had been Iull's 
for ſeveral generations, and Learnirg and Religion 
in ſome meaſure reſtor'd to their genuine uſe and 
defion, of being means to attain i0 a due know- 
ledge of God, and even ſenſible comviftion of bis 
Nature and Attributes, and to be profiteble helps 
to dir: us in our Affairs and Coverſations,) 
hav? by the diligence and Induſlry of ſundry 
Learned Aden of great Skill end Dexterity in 
Coſmemetrical Kations, Proportions, an! Operc- 
tions, been ſo well and ingenicnſly uſed and im- 
p proved 
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proved to the end intended by the laborious Obſer- 
vators, that they have preatly advanced that 
part of Sydereal Science, above what it had 
eVer efore attain'd to, if not almoſt to its utnoft 
pitch of perfe{tion. 

Tt 15 it alſo but too bewailably manifeſt that 
the Inftituticn of Celejtial Obſervations, and 
rhe thence detettion” rxd dedutiion of Phanetary 
places and motions, and compoſure of Aftronomick 
Tables, have of late been generally undertaken, 
by perſons little skilled, if not ratoer wholly 
Ipnorant, of Sydercal /ienifications ; and ſuch 
as knew little elſe concerning the Heaventy Bodies, 
beſide an uncertain umd imperfet nor# and ac- 
ceunt of their nur:her, order, revolutional pericds, 
the quality of their orvs, and frame of the Mun- 
dane ſyſtem, and the craft cf - wieleing a Qua- 
art or Teleſcope, and ef performing the ordi- 
nary Trigonometrical operations; With which 
imperfett ſtock of Aftral Skill, many bave of 
Lite undertaken to frame Tables of the Heavenly 
motions, and do as conjfidenily ſet up for Aſiro- 
nomers, 4s if they had the kunvledge of Lanel 
or Abraham. +2 pretence altoge«tver as Abſurd 
and ridiculous, as if on? ſhould take upon him 
ito write a Medical Diſpenſatory, without any 
farther knawledge of Herbs and other Simples, 
than only a lame and defetiive notice of their 
number, colour, ſhape, places of growth, yearly 
ſeaſons, and other meer ſenſible accidents ond ou;- 
ward Circumſtances. | 
; [et find 
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And in regard of the gieat mySterionſneſF of 
wranical portentations and the conſequent difficulty 
of truly underitanding them ; which requires not 
only common Reaſon and Diſcretion, and a famie= 
or-gain-{purr'd _— and Induftry, by which 
alone the Metricat or Mathematical part of 
this Science may be laudably prafiisd and culi;- 
wated, and accordingly now-a-days cemmunly 
3s fo; But alſo a particulrly adapted Temper 
ard Capacity (Aſtronomers «s well as Poets, 


being rather the han«y work of Nature, than 


either of Art or Education:) A propenſicn to it 
purely for its own ſake, and a. ſpirit unbyaſſed by 
lucre and partiality, without which the greateſt 
endeavours will prove utterly vain and fruitleſs, 
Hind finding alſo that the unvappy thirſt of ſe- 
cutar gain, and of the frothy reputation of w/a- 
rious knowledge, is now ſo predominant in the 
winds of the far greater part of the pretended 
Votaries of Wiſdom, and (amongſt the reſt) of 
the Profeſ]crs and purſuers of this Science ; Inſet 
gating (oz rather ſeducirg) them wain-gloriouſly 
to tamper with ſo many ſeveral Studies, and 
thoſe alſo utterly anneceſſsry, and widely irrela- 
tive to each other, any one of which (to v6, diy 
Skillful therein) were alone enough to employ 
the whole time and faculties of any one Man, 
That they never beceme competent, and much leſs 
perfect in any 5 but are generally fo weak, im- 
perfetF, and i (rffcient, that their prattice is 
commonly ſuc 12/5 or prrnicieus to their Clients, 
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4nd no leſs Ignominicus and diſcreditirg to them- 
ſelves. I may ſtill be ſadly ſaid and lamented, 
hat Aſtronomy is but (or hardly) half reftor'd, 
beirg but (as. Adam before bis Inſpiratim) a 
meer Body without a Soul. 

For we live in an Age wherein as well the 
ruatter as the methods of Study and Learning are 
choſen rather for their faſhionableneſs, and for 
their publick efteem among Gowned or Ftated 
Men, eſpecially 2vho have long prafiisd and 
profeſs d tbem (though 4 Divme Pen has long 
ago aſſur'd us, that great*Men are not always 
Wiſe, nor the #ged univerſally Men of under- 
Ftanding) than fer their own Intrinſick dignity 
or excellency ; And rather for their promiſing= 
meſs to the ſecular Fame, Promotion, or advan- 
tage of their Profeſſors, than their tendency or 
meceſſity to the Benefit or Urility of ſuch as conſult 
or employ them. And wherein Youth is by the 
modern unhappy methods of Education, kept ſo 
long in the Porch of Wiſdom's Temple, m Lear- 
ning» a parcel of ſilly miſ-called Arts and Old 
Foreign Tongues, little or nothing neceſſary for 
any but wrangling Cleykers (250 are but @ 
ſmall and the mo3t needt{s port of the Profeſſors 
of Science) and in Coming and Contemplating 
thoſe Paganiſh Fiftions, Dot«.ges, ©&nd Macrolog i= 
cal Inpertinencies, contained in the Books com- 
monly uſed for that purpeſe ; That they never are 
permitted to enter hey inner Courts, or have but 
@ very ſmall. 15:1; to avide there, and much 100 
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ſhort to pain a true knowledge of her ſolid my- 
Fteries. Beſide that their natrve faculties are ſo 
diftorted and depraved by ſuch frivolous and 
Sophiftical (pretended neceſſary) preparaticns, and 
their Heads and Fanſies ſo ruff d and cloyd 
with Idle and AbFrratted (and mo#ily or gene- 
rally Erroneous) Noticns, who leave no time nor 
room for ſound and prattical knowledge : That 
if the Laws of the Lond, or the weakneſs of their 
Patrons or Clients did not contribute to enſure 
them an ample or competent livelihood, the (uli 
dity of their knowletlge, and ſucceſs of their 
prattice, would never be able to procure it, ei- 
ther by Phyſick, Aſtronomy, or Divinity, the 
three great branches of Mytical Science : Each 
of which may abundantly be proved to be ex- 
treamly corrupted and erroneous, even where 
they are wulgarly reputed and mos? confidently 
pretended ro be mo#t pure and Orthodox, 

Neither indeed cn it poſſibly be otherwiſe, 
when ſuch an invincible variety not only of 
ſpeculative, but even of the profoumdes? and 
mo#t difficult pratlical Arts and Studies, are 
undertaken by one individual Perſon, ſor 2yhoms 
any one of them alone were ſufficiert, though 
as highly fitred and qualified for it, as God 
and Nature do enable any to be 5 nothing being 
now and for ſome Ages paſs'd more common, not 
only in Colleges «rd Univerſities, but in, other 
places abroad in the World alſo, than for one 
and the ſelf ſame Perſon openly to Study, Profeſs, 

an 
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ard profiice Arts and Sciences fo vaſt in them- 


felves, and mo#tly or wholly ſo irrdlative to one 


another, as are Medicine, Logick, Rhetorick, 
Natural Philoſophy, Aſtronomy, and all 
the fewveral parts of Mathematicks and Geo- 
metry ; Latin, Greek, Hebrew, Chaldee, 
Syriack, and ſundry other both Ancient and 
Modern Languages, ſometimes a dyz4n or fif- 
reen together ; Muſick, Drawing, Painting, 
Phyſick, Aſtrolo Y, and ſome others ; or at 
leaft ſuch a conſiderable plurality of theſe, as 
that any modefF and honeſt minded Man, who 
pill not belye his Capacity to advance his Re- 
prutation (as it js too plain very many do) may 
eafily perceive, and will freely confeſs them not 
ma#terable th any competent perfe&tion (ſave only 
70 make an empty noiſe and ſhin before ſuch 
as little underitand them) by any one Man 
whatſoever. And ſome of whic! are not only im- 
pertinent too, but even inconſistent with a aue 
proſecution and intelle&ion of the other ; for what 
uſe of Logick, Rhetorick, ov Geometry 7s 
there in the practice of Phyſick, wbich alſo is of 
7 felf alone a Science lirge encugh for any one 
Alon to mater, and th: like might be ſaid 
of fundry others. And albeit that AStrelogical 

formation may be of good uſe to @ Phyſician, 
(as well as Medical Inttruftions to an AFffro- 
romer, and to mary other kinds of Perſons and 
Frofeſjers beſide) yet does it not therefore follow 
faar be mui of neceſſiry St wy vaih Scicuces 
bim{clf. 
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himſelf, ( for tho every Man ſhould be ma#tey 
of all Arts 1d Trades, becauſe he has oftentimes 
uſe for the.) But he rather ſhould in his praftice 
;þ the one, derive and receive all neceſſary helps 
y the other, from ſuch as make it th:ir whole 
Study and Profeſſion 5 and the ſame may be 
ſais of Tongues, and-all other Arts and Stu- 
dies: for wile Men apply their Minds to fo 
many ſeveral Sciences, each of which is (0 va#t 
and profound, and fo little perticnt or related 
to the re#t, they only become meer pratling ſmat- 
terers in all, Lut are really Dexterous aud [ufficie 
ent in none. 
Hence . it comes that this ranſgr.dant Scien- 
ce, the moſt precious fem amongit the Trea= 


ſures of Wildom, ths cleareft Glaſs to bebold 
Almighty Fower, and the only Image of Divine 
Omniſciency ; which the unbounded gooaneſs of 
its ſupream Eternal Author, has ordained fer 
the uſ: and infiruftion of Man, to diret} bis 
ſteps in this vale of tryal and Tribulation, where- 
in he is wholly lift to his own fate and diſcre- 
tion, and to his native will and di(peſition in 
the choice of gc or evil, to ſhift p. himſclf 
the beft he can, thugh not without gracious pro- 
miſs of providential reliefs and aſſ;5tances upon 
his humble and carneFt prayers to obtain them, 
in all {uch times and caſes of extream affiitticr 
ard adverſity, whoein bis own Wit and indu- 
try fuil "im; cnd to enlighten his understan- 
ding clearly ro ſee into tbe dark corners of di-

ance and-futurity ; that he may not run blind- 
fold into ' places and enterpriſes, mor be taken 
HNawares fac a Bird in a ſnare, when an evil 
zrme comes ſuddenly upon him : Is- become ſo 
utterly depraved Gid corrupied, taat whit now 
commonly paſſes by its name, is wery little elſe 
but a heap of folly and falſehood ; and ſo far

of a aivine and ben:ficial ordinance, that ma= 
my are Opiniend there is no ſuch Science in 
nature ; whatever others do affirm of its truth 
and excellency, is nothing but Fazcy and Deluſs- 
on; whereby this ſacred Lamp of Divine ard 
enfinite Wiſdom, which affords all ſatisfa&tion 
that the mind of an can defire, concerning 
any thing pas?, preſent, or future, is dwind!'s 
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Into ſmoke and ſnuff, and fallen to the Jowe#? 
degrees of contempt with many even of good 
knowledge and capacity, toe ſacred and venera- 
ble name and Title of Aſtronomy, being now- 
a-aays wholly attributed to and arrogantly aſſt 
med ard uſurped by the bare Metrical w Mathe- 
rmatical pert of it, which is no more but iis wery 
hbusk or ſhell, It being ſadly and ſhamefully obſer- 
able, that the Profeſſors of this as well as of 
other my Ferious and profound Sciences, dd, through 
& baſe thirſs after auvantage and applauſe, and 
z ſordid itch to grin the repute end bentfits of 
a great and fujhimeble variety of kill and 
knowledge, not apply their Minds ſo wholy and 
ſolely ro this ſublinne and immenſe Science, (the 
| | krown 
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known , ame and benefits of which alene if duly 
known end under cod, were enough to [atisfie any 
one modeFt Man ) as *, requiſite ro a full or com- 
petent perfettion therein, To which they afford 
but ſome ſmall part of only their [pare hours, 
though vaſt and JO eneugh to employ their 
whole time and faculties, ſo that their 5kill and 
prattice cannot but be as they "are, and as I am 
even unvilling to think, and wiry much more 
f0 mention, — 

The- diſpleafing obſervation of theſe diſ-inge- 
miOus proceedings, and the ſway of a frong in- 
clination and affeftion (by many offrm*d to be 
the certain [ymptom of an equal 4 dation) to this 
talleſt and beautifulleſt branch of natural know- 
ledge ; occaſion d by the fight of ſome rhtilous 
ſpecks of Truth diſcovered and feund to be yet 
unextinguiſhed, in ſtirrirg up the modern rubbiſh of 
its ruins, have prevail d with me to relinqui 
other employments more promiſing to my ſecular 


. advantage, and for ſome conſider: ble time to ſe> 


que#ter my ſelf almo$t wholly frem the World, 
fo as to be but little publickly concern'd there-

concerning one and the ſame particuiar, the only 
true method of making and gaining experience : 
And this not only for the ad-invention of the 
Pratticel rules of this Science, but alſo for the 
tryal of its principles and rudiments, to find which 
of thoſe now wariouſly delivered by ſundry Au- 
facrs for ſuch, or whether 1512 of theſe, and

hereafter thereunto, with honeſt and ſmcere af- 
ect ions and intentions, and a d:ſire to be thereby

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The Firſt ESSAY. 

Shewing how to refifie the Genitures of de- 
ceaſed Perſons, by the two principal and 
moſt common Accidents of Humane Life, 
namely, Marriage, and Natural Death. 
And thereby preparing a plain and eaſie 
Way to difcover the true Method of pers 
forming the ſame by all others. And cons 
ſequently, affording a never failing Key 
to unlock the whole Treaſury of Genethlia- 
cal Myſteries : Which has bitherto lain 
hid from Ages and Generations ; but is 
now here partly, and ſhall ſhortly be more 
Fully laid open to the Sight of all Men. 


Oraſmuch as that I now undertake 
and intend to unfold the ſublime 
and facred Myſteries of the Hea- 

venly Seience, and to declare how 
and itt what manner are repreſented and 
ortended thereby, the Actions and Events 
of all Earthſy Creatures ; whether who!e 
B 2 Nations 
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Nations in general, or ſingle Perſons jin par- 
ticular. It ſeems moſt convenient to begin 
with that þart of the ſaid Science, which 
concerns the Genitures of Mankind, and 
ſhews how by the Poſitures of Heaven at 
the Moment of a Perſon's Birth, or firſt En- 
trance into the World, to fore-ſee the ſun- 
dry Actions, Undertakings, Changes, ,Dil- 
poſitions, and all other Circumſtances and 
Occurrences of his Life, and the Time and 
Manner of his final End, or Death : As be- 
ing a Branch of this Divine Skill, which 
many account, of all others, the moſt uſe- 
ful ; and therefore is by moſt Modern Pro- 
tcflors chiefly purſu'd and cultivated. And 
in the performance hereof, it will be ſafeſt 


and fureſt, and conſequently fitteſt, to be-* 


gin with thoſe Actions and Events which 
are common to all, or the greater part of 
Mankind ; and are alſo the Extremities of 
their ſeveral Kinds, and therefore moſt ob- 
vious to Experimentation, and their ſigni 
fying Particulars moſt remarkabie and eif- 
cernable. Which ſaid motft common Actions 
and Events I affirm to be, Mariiage, and 
Natural Death : Of which, the former is 
the Extremity ©: Love and Courtihip ; and 
the latter, of Liſeaſe arid Sickneſs ; and be- 
ing both of them incident ro very many, 
their true Signs in the Heavens are much 
more ſpeedily and catily diſcoverable, than 


are. | 
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are the Signs of Chances that happen only 
to ſome few ; and are therefore the ſureſt - 
means of Genethliacal Rectitication. 
Moreover, the better to prepare the Way 
to go through with this weighty Task, T 
muſt in the firft place require my Reader to 
be moderately (if not perfectly ) verſed in, 
and acquainted with, at lea!t tome one 
Treatiſe introductive to this Science ; of 
which there-are already ſo many publiſhed, 
, even in the Vulgar Tongue of this King- 
dom, by Mr. Lily, Mr. Gadbury, Mr. Coley, 
and many others, that all who have them 
not already, may very ipecdily provide 
themſelves. And nextly, I ſhall lay down 
{ome fundamental Maxims, or Propoſitions, 
whereon to raiſe, and firmly ſuperitrut my 
intended Genethliacal Edifice;lome of which 
are wholly novel to the World ; and though 
others of them have languidly glimpled to the 
Apprehenſions of ſome few Authors, yet ſo 
very dimly, ſeldomly, and uncertainly, that 
they plainly appear to be doubttul and unre- 
folved whether they were true or no, or 
any whit more true than fome which by 
others are oppoſed unto them ; Whereas } 
certainly know, and ſhall in due time abun- 
dantly prove them to be beyond all Ex- 
ception. 
1. That the only true, effeual, ſignifi- 
cant, and Divineiy ordained, as well as 
"1 molt 
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molt rational Diviſion of the Heavens into 
thoſe Prognoſticative Partitions which Aſtro- 
Lomers term Houſes, is that which divides 
the viſible or apparent Sphere of cach parti- 
cular place or point of the Earth, whether 
City, Town, Houſe, or other place of Birth 
or Reſidence, into twelve equal Shares or 
Portions, by Lines meeting at the North 
and South Points of the Horizon, and equal- 
ly diſtant in the ſaid apparent Sphere's own 
Vertical Fquator, or Circle pafling from 
Eaſt to Welt. 

2. That thoſe Eſſential Dignities and De- 
bilities, and Geocentrical Configurations of 
the Planets, handed down to us in theſe af- 
ter Ages, by Ptolomy, from the ancient Chal- 
dean and eEgyptian Atronomers, are ſuffi- 
cient, of themſelves alone, to ſignifie all 
things properly iignificable by ſuch Matters, 
either in a Nativity, or any other Face of 
Heaven ; and are alſo the only true and 
Henificant Dignitics, Debilities and Confi- 
gurations, by Almighty God ordained fo 
co do : The Keplerian Aﬀpedtts, Macidian Fa- 
miliarities, and pretended Planitary Digni- 
ties and Debilities vended to the World by 
fome late and modern Authors, being only 
the haſty, groundlcſs, ill digeſted Fancies of 
raſh and idle Brains, and liggle vain-glo- 
tous perſons ; who, though bur little read 


or skilled in this' Science, and as little ac- ' 


quainted 


wade, 
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quainted with the true Methods of making 
Experience therein, to which, by reaſon of 
their many other Studies, they afford bur 
the very leaſt part of their Time and En- 
deavours. would nevertheleſs pretend them- 
ſelves, and fain be thought able, by their 
very tew and ſeldom Searches and Triais, to 
diicover the true Grounds and Principles of 
this Science, better than the whoie man;- 
aged Succeflion of the zealous and indu- 
firtous Ancients, who wholly devoted their 
1ime and Endeavours thereunto. 

2. That in all Humane Genitures, whe- 
ther of Males, or Females, the firſt Mar- 
riage 1s always ſignified by ſome Diretion 
of the Mid-tHeaven to the Body, o: lome 
Ray of [the Lord of' the Sevench oule, 
agreeable to the Quality and Succcis or the 
Marriage, who or whatſoever Planet the 
ſaid Lord of the Seventh be : For Saturn 
and Mercury are in this cale as efteuai and 
ſignificant as the Moon or Vu; ; and theſe 
latter no more ſo than the icrmer, but only 
by their being Lords of the Seventh ; and 


never but when they ace 1o ; neither do the 


Directions of the Alcendent, Sun, or Moon, 
to any Planet or Aſpect whatſoever, ever 
produce or ſignifie Wedlock ; as ſhall in due 
time and place be plainly proved. 

4. That 'Natural Death, by Sickneſs or 


Diftemper of Body, is in ail Nativities, of 


B 4 what- 
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whatſoever Kind or Sex, denoted and ac- 
compliſhed by ſome Direction of the Cuſp 
of the Aſcendent, or Firſt Houſe, to the 
Malefical Body or Peam of fome Lord of 
the Sixth Houſe, or eife to the Moor s SOU- 
thern Node, commonly called the Dragon s- 
Tale. And in this caſe, the evil Aſpects, 
even of Tupiter and Venus, are full as effica- 
cious as thoſe of Saturn or Mars ; neither of 
whom heve any Power or Significancy of 
Natural Death, but when they are Lords of 
the ſaid Sixth Houſe ; and then fo have the 
other five Planets alfo ; that is to ſay, when 
any of them is Lord of the Sixth. "The Di- 
rections of the S#» or Afton, and much leſs 
of the pretended parts of Life or Fortune, 
being never effectual or fgnificant of Natu- 
ral Death ; and the ordinary vulgar Rules 
of chuiing Givers of Life ar Death, being 
utterly tabulous, 2nd extream!y erroneous. 
5. That not ali ſuch Directiogs as thoſe 
mentioned in the two lait preceding Propo- 
fitions, are always effective of Marriage, or 
Natural Death ; but on)y wiicn the promt- 
ſing or Menacing Planet is qualified with 
ſome certain Poſitions, and other Circum- 
ſtances, which are requilite to render the ſaid 
Dire&tion effectually Mortal or Conjugal, 
and free from certain others that may ob- 
ſtruc or impede its being fo ; without which 
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which there are ſeveral Kinds, that ſhall in 
due time and place be declared,) the Na- 
tive may perſiſt in Lite and Singlehood, 
notwithſtanding any fuch Cireftion. The 
Tenorance or Inconfideration ot which Af- 
ſertion hath cauſed ſome late and modern 
Profeſſors to run headlong into the gieateſt 
Abſurditzes ; vainly, weakl- and rafhly 
concluding, -that becauſe (in their Eſtimate, 
or Corrected Figures) the Aſcendent over- 
paſs'd the Pody or ill Aſpect of h or &, in 
{ome Nativities, eſpecially wherein, accor- 
ding to their rules, it was not Giver of Life, 
therefore ſuch a Direction could never kill 
in any. 

6. That though Redtification by either'of 
theſe.ſfaid Accidents, it duly- and diſcreetly 
performed, will yield and prodi:ce the true 
Figure of Birth, fo ſufficiently near as thar 
Judgment may by a skillful Artiſt be fafely 
given thereof, both. as to th Native's gene- 
ral Fate, and Time of his particular Actions 
and Occurrences, without any conſiderable 
Errour in point of Time, but what may be 
redreſled by other Means 7 yet is it not to 
be expected, that from any Figure ſo recti- 
fied, the very Year or Month, and much 
leſs the Day of any other fore-going 
or foliowing Accident, will be exactly 
pointed out by Directions only, fo as that 
the Liretional Diltance between any two 
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promiting or threatning Bodies or Aﬀpects 
directed to, and the Temporal Diſtance be- 
tween the two Accidents fignified by them, 
ſhould ( eſpecially in Accidents which hap- 
pen many Years alunder ) be always pun- 
ctuaily and preciſely equal ; which I clear- 
ty find they never are, though never con- 
tiderably differing ; but near enough for 
any neceilary Occaſion of the Fore-know- 
ledze of ſuch Matceis : For aibeit rhat the 
precii2 Year and Month, and poſſibly alſo 
the Day of an Action or Event may be de- 
duced and diſcovered from a Geniture -{o 
rectified, yet not by the alone Directions of 
the Nativity, as ſome have fanſied and fug- 
geſted, who, had their Meaſure of Time, 
and Merhod of Directing been never ſo true 
and genuine, (as it is evident they were not) 
yet the Errour in their Planets places would 
have thwarted ſuch a Co-incidence, and 
was maniteſtly the Cauſe of that punctual 
Agreement in ſome few Directions and Ac- 
cidents ; which they therefore fondly con- 
cluded to be univertal to all, and for which 
the beit Tables yer extant are inſufficient. 
Theſe are all the fundamental Maxims 
(belides what are common to the whole 
Science, and already publick from other 
Hands ) which I think needful whereon to 
raile my intended Edifice ; and which, as I 
rave found them moit indubitably true, by 
_ aclear 
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a Clear and manifold Experience, fo ſhall T 
by the ſame declare and evince tizem to be 
ſo to others alſo, even when and where it 
may to many ſeem altogether impo{ib!e : 
And though T. could diſcharge my tore- 

romiſed Explication by many experienced 
Nativities not only of my own private En- 
quiry, which by many Circumſtances I find, 
and am affured to have been nearly efiima- 
ted, and by which I have diſcovered the 
fore-given Propoſitions to be molt true and 
certain ; but allo by many others already 
pubiiſhed by ſeveral, and in which I find 
the faid propotitions to hoid true alſo ; am- 
ply diſcufling and illuſtrating each indivi- 
dual Genicure, by inſtancing all its known 
and conſiderable Accidents, and afſhgning 
them to their propet Directions; and thew- 
ing the ſtrange Agreement that is between 
them, both as to Quality, Time, and all 
other Circumſtances, (ſave only the fore- 
mentioned immaterial temporal Diſcrepan- 
cy, otherwiſe eaſily redreifable,) yet ſhall I 
confine my ſelf to the number of only three, 
and thoſe alſo already publiſhed by others, 
and ſich as are credibly ſaid and granted to 
have been obſerved with great or moderate 
Care, and ſhall by me be Aftronomically 
proved to have been to accordingly, at leaſt 


near enough for an intelligent PraQtinioner 


truly to correct and reduce rhem, 
| | With 
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With this ſaid Number and Quality of - 


Nativities I do the rather chuſe to begin my 
Explications ; partly that none may ſuſpect 
or obje&t them to be of my own Timing, 
or Eſtimation, a Crime wherewith ſome 
(how truly I know not) are now-a-days 
by others largely and loudly taxed ; and 
partly becauſe that as a Threefold Cord is 
not eaſily broken. ſo a Threefold Teſtimo- 
ny is not eaſily d'{oroved, nor reaſonably dif- 
truſted, being held ſufficient to ratifie the 
Matter debated, in all, as well Legal as 
Ecientifical Decitions. Neither ſhall I inſiſt 
on the Inſtance or Aſſignation of any other 
Accidents in theſe firſt i{luftrated Genitures, 
but of Marriage and Natura! Death alone, 
unleſs they all three,and not ohly one ortwo 
of them; were concern'd therein ; becauſe I 
intend to iniiit upon nothing but what I 
give a threeiold Proof of ; as not at all ap- 
YTroving of that unfatisfaftory Method now 
Flloweld and practiſed by the generality of 
our Proteitors, who not only do confident- 
ly offer to the World for true and exaQ, 
when redtihed only iy one ſingle Accident ; 
and that alſo afligned to a DLireftion which 
has manifeſtly fai''d of efteting the ſame 
in many others, without giving or know- 
ing a Keaſon why it ſhoula do ſo: Bur do 
ao give us practical Rules and Aphoriſms 
for the Judgment of a Nativity, deduced

from only one ſingle Geniture, and whictt 
therefore feldom or never holds true in any 
other, to the great Diſcredit of themſelves, 
and of thoſe who credulouſly practiſe or 
judge by their Doctrines. 


at ——_— 
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HE firſt Nativity which I ſhall pro- 
duce, for the Eviction and Confirma- 

tion of my ſaid Propoſitions concerning 
Marriage and Natural Death, (intending 
to do the like for all other Principles and 
practical Rules of this Science, by degrees, 
and- in due Seaſon, ) is, that of the late 
King Charles IT. In the Retitication where- 
of, to reduce it from the eſtimate Time, to 
che true, as nearly as can be done by acci- 
dental Correction, I ſhall make ufe of the 
Sun's mean daily Motion, as the Meaſure of 
Time for a Year : Not that I think this too 
fully, either natural or rational ; or that it 
will yield an exact Equality between the 
Diſtance of Directions, and their ſignified 
Events ; whuch I have already propoſed, as 
a thing not to be expected ; but becauſe 
that, one time with another, ic atiords as 
great an Agreemen: both in all Nativitich, 
and alſo in the various Accidents of one of 
the fame Nativity, as any other Meaſure of 
Time that ever I faw propos d, or couid 
any 
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any way conceive or ſuſpe& to be true and 
rational, or which had any the leaſt likeli- 
hood or appearance of being ſo. All and 
every of which ſaid ſceming]y rational Mea- 
ſures ( fave one or two which TI have lately 
thought on, and ſhall very ſhortly bring to 
the Touch-ſtone) I have tkroughly tried 
by ſeveral experimented Genitures, but ne- 
yer found them to anſwer Expectation any 

more or nearer than this of mean Motion. 
And whereas ſome may captiouſly objeR; 
that this confelſed Unexactneſs may be oc- 
calion'd by a miſtakeful Aﬀignation of Acci- 
dents to iniproper Dire&ions ; To this I an- 
 twer, That I can give a poſitive General 
Rule, not only for the two grand Accidents 
aforeſaid, but alſo for fevera! others ; and 
expreſly nominate all thoſe Circumſtances 
and Qualifications requiſite to render »the 
Promiſlor effective or ineffective of them ; 
and prove by many indubitable Nativities, 
that the ſaid Directions fulfill'd or fail'd ac- 
cordingly : Which is more than ever was 
yet done by any Author, and than can pct- 
fibly be done by the Rules and Methods 
they follow, who make or take ſo many 
both Significators and Promifſors, for one 
and the ſame Accident, ( as the 4/cendanr, 
 Mid-Heaven, Sun, Moon, and ſometimes For- 
zune allo, for Significators of Marriage ; and 
Fupiter, Venus, Sol, Luna, and the Lord of the 
Seventh, 
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Seventh, for Promiſſors ; and the like for all 
other Accidents ;) and ſo many forts of 
Aſpects, old and new, Mundane and Zo 
diacal, that they can never mifs of a Dire- 
&ion fit enough by their Method, to which 

, to aflign any Accident, and by which to 
; redtifie any Nativity, without any great 
Change from the given Time, how much 
amiſs or miſtaken ſoever ; nay, even though 
both the Birth, and the Time and Qualiey 
of the Accidents be mereiy and utterly 
feigned, and that no ſuch things really ever 
were ; for having fo many ſeveral Signtfica- 

|, tors and Promitilors as atorefaid, they take 
y that ſeemingly reſembiant Direction to ſig- 
nifie the Accident, which-in their Eſtimate 
Figure happens pretty near the time of *t, 
as in ſuch a Variety ſome or other of them 
- cannot fail to do ; and do frequently affign 
Ts —_—_— to Directions which they grant 
Wpail over without any ſuch Effects in ma- 
ny other Nativities, even when the Promit- 
for had the fame or other equivalent Quali- 
fications in both : And in each Nativuy in 
which they aflign any Accident to a Dire- 
&tion, they allow many other Lirections tor 
paſs over without the like Efie&s,though they 
aſlign the fame unto them in ſeveral other 
Nativities. By all which Means, it is very 
common and ealie to find a near_Agree- 
ment of Directions with Accidents, or ra- 
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ther impoſſible to miſs of it, at any Hout 
of the Day, how far ſoever from the true 


Time of Birth ; and oftentimes much bet-: 


ter at a wrong Time, than'the right one ; 
fo that a certain Rectification is by theſe 
Methods impoſliible. Whereas, according 
to the Method by which I practiſe, ( the 
Grounds whereof I have diſcover'd from 
ſundry Genitures of both my own and 
others Obſervation and Enquiry ; and whole 
both given Year, Day and Hour, appear, 
and are proved by ſeveral obſerved and re- 
lated Circumſtances to have been very true, 
and the Moment nearly alſo, ) it is ſcarce 
ever pollible to find an Agreement of Di- 
recions with Accidents, to any reaſonable 
or tolerable nearneſs. but art the true 'Time 
of Birth only ; at which time they never 
fail to agree, and that aiſo with agggreat an 
Exactneſs in Time, as can be ihew'd by

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any other Method whatſoever.” All whichy 'h 


is abundantly ſufficient to evince the Truth - 
and Excellency of this. 2 
Theſe things being premiſed, and the 
aforeſaid Objection clear d, I ſhall now pro- 
ceed to a Dilcufſion of the Geniture of the 
Prince above-named ; who is certainly 
known, and penerally granted to have been 
born on Sati-rday, May the 25th, in the Year 
of Chriſt (according to Vulgar Account ) 
1639, near about Noon ; tome gy 
| ittls 
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little before, and others a little after : But 
Noon we may take for an Eſtimate ſuffi 
ciently exact, in regard my Rule of Reci- 
fication is ſufficient to lead me to the true 
Time of Birth, were it a whole Hour or 
two ſooner or later ; for that about that time 
of the Day it yields no Agreement of Di- 
rections with Accidents, but at gne certain 
Point of Time only. Wherefore finding that 
at the ſaid Eſtimate Time the Mid-Heaven is 
poſleſs'd by 1 7Degrees and an half of the Sign 
Gemini, and that this Native was Royally 
married at almoſt 22 Years old, and conti- 
nued till Death a Husband to the ſame Par- 
ty, without either Divorce, or open Dif- 
like or Repentance, I conſider whether about 
that time of Day, and by the aforefaid Mea- 
{ure of Time, the Mid-Heaven do meet 
with any good Direction- to.the Body or 
Beam of the Lord of the Seventh, or of a- 
ny Planet, who upon Rectification by ſuch 
a Direction, will be found to be Lord of the 
Seventh, at 4 diſtance agreeable to ſuch an 
Age: And accordingly, I tind a Trine of 
Fupiter, who is not only Lord of the Seventh 
in the Eſtimate Figure, but alſo upon Redti- 
fication by the faid Meaſure of Time, and 
Age of Marriage, is found to be fo too ; 
and gives the annexed Face of Heaven for 
the true Poſiture ar Birth, with ſo ſmall a 


Diſtance from the given or eſtimate Time;

Qs is very conſiſtent and reconcilable with 
the common and daily diſcernible un- 
exactnels of Clocks, Watches, and Ocular 
Obſervations, 
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Thus have Lredtified this Royal Geniture 


by one of the faid grand Accidents : And 


though many orhers do give us many Nati: 
vities for true and certain, upon only off 


ſingle Correction, yet I hold it not ſuttignt 
nor fatisfattory to do fo. And therefore let 


us examine whether, according to the fore- 


given Rule, chere happen in this Figure, 
corrected as before, any dangerous Direction 
of the Aſcendent to the Lord of the Sixth, 
at or near about the time of this Prince's 
Death : Upon which Examination I wd, 
that 
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that the Aſcendant comes to the Body of 
Saturn, Lord of the Sixth, nearly abour that 
time, without any Diſcrepancy herween the 
Diſtances of the Directions, and of the Ac- 
cidents, but what is, and has. always . been 
allowed of, as uſual, by all the moſt skilful 
and experienc'd Artiſts in all Ages. And 
theſe two Directions do mutually confirm 
each other, not only by. agreeing ſo nearly 
in Time, with their aſcribed Effects ; but 
alſo by their being Lords of thoſe Houſes, 
which, according to the traditionally deli- 
vered, frequently experienced, and general- 
ly received Doctrines of this Science, do 
ſignifie the Means of the faid Accidents : 
And having alſo ſach Qualifications and 
Poſitions in this preſent. Geniture, as are 
{ſufficient to render them eſtectual to thoſe 
Purpoſes. 
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T HE Second Experienced Geniture, by 
& which I chule to demonſtrate the Ve- 
rity of | the two ſaid Propoſitions concern- 
ing Marriage and Natural Death, is that of 
Lewis XIII. King of Fraxce ; who, by the 
Records of that Kingdom, is {aid to have 
been born Septemb. 27. N. $. 1601. about 
half an Hour paſt Ten at Night ; Royally 
Married in November, 1615. but Betrothed 
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in Augu#f?, 1612. and died in April, 1643. 
Which faid given Time, how nearly it a- 
grees with the Time correed by the ſaid 
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Accidents, and (which is chiefly to be re- 
garded ) the Time of the Acccidents, with 
the Dire&tions to which they are, according 
to the Rule, afligned, any who conſiders, 
may eaſily perceive. The perfonal Circum- 
Atances of the Promitlors ( beſides their be- 
ing Lords of their proper Houſes ) being al- 
ſo very fit to fignifie fuch Events, as ſhall in 
due Time and Place be declared. 

But whereas ſome Curriſh-minded Pre- 
tenders, whole Annual immodeſt Railleries 
{cem co inſinuate, that they uſe this Science 
only as a Tool of Obloquy and Conten- 

tion, 
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tion, may captiouſly object, That TI aflign 
this Prince's Betrothal, rather than his Mar- 
riage, to the proper Direction, only for a 
Shift, becauſe it better agrees with that for 
his Death. I anſwer, That inſtead of jar- 
ring at my ſo doing, they rather ought, as 
undoubtly every true Lover of Heavenly 
Knowledge will, be thankful for giving fo 
fair an Occaſion of making ſo uſeful an En- 
quiry, whether Sponſation, or Conſumma- 
tion ; eſpecially when conſiderably diſtant, 
or that the former happens, and never the 
latter, be the Time of the Direction's Inci- 
dence : To the Deciſion of which Matter, 
though I could give ſome further Light, 
- this here offer'd ſhall ſuthce for the pre- 
ent. 
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HE Third and laſt Nativicy which at 

'A preſent I ſhall produce for Proof of 
my ſaid Method of Rectification, is that of 
Capt. William Bellew, (improperly, though 
commonly, called Bedloe, ) one of the Dil- 
coverers of the Romiſh Plot in the Year 1678. 
the publiſhed Hiſtory of whoſe Life and 
Death affirms him to have been born at 
Chepſtow, on the 2<th of May, 1650. near 
about Noon ; and that he died in Augu#?, 
i680, having been handſom!y married bur 
C2 {one 
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fome ſmall time before, between that and 
his faid Diſcovery. All which Accounts do 
{o nearly agree with the Geniture corrected 
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by the Rule aforeſaid, that Obſtinacy it ſelf, 
unleſs with the higheſt Ignorance or Impu- 
dence, cannot but freely acknowledge it ; 
his Marriage happening upon the Mid-Hea- 
ven's Direction to the Trine of Fupiter, 
Lord of the Seventh ; and his Death at the 


Aſcendant to the Quartile of Saturn, Lord 


of the Sixth. 
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|| Might here procced to a further Demon- 
ſtration of the Genuine Truth and Cer- 
tainty of theſe Rectifications, by particuiar- 
ly ſhewing the wonderfully exact Agree- 
ment, which, according to found and ne- 
ver-failing Rules, which generaily hold true 
in all Nativities, appears, and is to be found 
between the Poſitions, Confgurarions, and 
the other unmentioned Directions of each 
of the ſaid three Genirures, and the known 
Fates, Diſpoſitions, Events and Circumſtan- 
ces of the reſpective Natives. And the like 
[ could alſo do by the Figures of their ſeve- 
ral Revolutions, for the Atairs and Occur- 
rences of each particular Year, wherein any 
thing remarkable happen'd, or was done : 
As atfo by producing and diſcuſling the Ge- 
nitures of many other deceaſed Perions, and 
ſhewing. the great and near Agreement of 
their Death and other Occurrences, accor- 
ding to a fingle and determinate Rule for 
each, with the Quality and Time of the Di- 
rections which by the ſaid Rule do ſignihe 
them. Bur partly to omit a Superfiuity of 
Teitimonies, as unnece{lary ; and partly 
ecaute the Time or Manner of Death of 
ſome 6f them is controverted, or void of 
Authentick Teſtimony ; and partly becauſe 
divers of them never marricd, or that I have 
reccived no Account of the Time when ; 
C 4 and 
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and chiefly for that I intend not to inſtance 
any Particulars, but whar I give a threefaid 
Proof. of ; which the fore-going three G@- 
nitures will not afford for any other Mat- 
ters ; I ſhall leave them to be the Subject of 
ſucceeding intended Eilays. 

T could likewiſe give a further Confirma- 
tion to the ſaid Truths, by examining the 
Genitures of ſundry Perſons who have mar- 
ryed, and have' had a Direction for their fo 
d« ing, according to the fore-going Rule: But 
as icy are {til tiving, or died ſome way un- 
naturaliy, (the radical and directional Signs 
nal do greatly differ from thoſe of the 
other, as weil 'as from thoſe many blind 
Rules already given by many for judging 
it, ) fo has there happen'd no Direction yet, 
or not before their ſaid violent Deaths ; 
which, according to my Rule, could denote 
a natural Expiration. But to avoid Prolixi- 
ty and Superfluity, I {Fall do this only by 
the Nativity of the preſent French King ; and 
that nor ſo much in order to the ſaid Con- 
firmation, as to clear a great Miſtake, or 
Uncertainty, which the Generality of the 
Profeſſors and Students of theſe three King- 
doms are under, concerning the true Geneſts 
of this crafty Monarch. |

on September the 5th, New Stile, at ſome 
time 1n the Morning, or Forenoon ; the 
particular Hour of which Birth is greatly 
diſagreed upon : Some ſaying it was about 
Four-a-Clock ; and fome, about Eleven ; 
So that there muſt be a wide Miſtake on the 
one ſide, or the other. But this Controver- 
fie will foon be decided by my ſaid General 
Rules for Marriage and Natural Death ;

Birth, whoſe Poſitions and Directions are 
agreeable, or conliſtent with the Incidence 
of the one, and hitherto Non-incidence of 
the other, and with the reſt of his other 
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known Fates and Circumſtances, but that 
which is expreſſed in the annexed Figure; 
| | which 
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which declares the former of the two Eſti- 
mate Timesaforeſaid to be neareſt the Truth, 
and the latter ie mo#t erroneous ; as by 
many other good Reaſons and Arguments 
I could {trongly prove it to be. 

This raking and deſigning Prince wasRoy- 
ally Wedded when aged about 20 Years and 
6 Monrhs, at the Acceſs of his Vertical! Cuſp 
to the Trins of Fupiter, Lord of his Seventh 
Aouſe ; whoſe Qualifications here are fuch 
as may render him fully effeaive of that Ac- 
cidert. And as this great Native is yet 
alive, fo has there y<t happen'd no Dire- 
&tion in this Celeſtial Tranſcript, which, ac- 
cording to my Rules for Death of all forts, 
could be in any manner mortal ; neither is 
chere any fuch likely to happen, till the 
Afcendant comes to the Quartile of Satrwrn, 
who is not only Lord of the Sixth, but other- 
wiſe killingly qualified alſo. And this ſaid 
danzerous Direction takes place about the 
Sixty ſecond Year of his Age ; about which 
time (the preciſe Yar whereof may be dif- 
cover d by other Vicans, but not by Dire- 
ion alone ) he will certain'y and natural- 
ly expire, in ſpight of all the Means that can 
poſilibly be us'd to fave him. Whole Death, 
though eagerly thirited by many who pub- 
lickly profeſs this Science ; and who, by 
what they have already done concerning it, 
do declare they would readily and es 
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ly predi&t it if they could, yet do plainly 
appear unable (and therefore afraid) to do 
it ; thereby viſibly bewraying their own Te- 
norance and Inſufficiency for all ſuch Un- 
dertakings, and Performances. 


Thus have I compleated all that for the 
preſent I intended, concerning the two Di- 
re&tional Propoſitions aforeſaid ; fully pur- 
poſing, by God s Permiſhon and Afliltance, 
to do as much for the Confirmation of the 
other Propoſitions alſo,and for the Detetiog 
and Illuſtration of all other Principles and 
Practical Rules of this Science. And though, 
in handling the fore-going Genitures, I have 
neither conſfider'd Bead Circumitances of 
ſome of the given Accidents, nor uſed ſome 
other and further Means of CorreQtion ; 
which would yield a ſomewhat nearer A- 
greement than will reſult from what is at- 
ready done ; yet thele ſingle (and only pre- 
parative ) Rectifications, and the manifeſted 
near and regular Agreement of Dire&ions 
with Accidents, are enough to render the 
Propoſitions ſtrongly probable : Which is al! 
that I 2ither deſigned, or delired. 
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A Particalar Account and Enumeration of 
the ſeveral Sources, Canſes and Occas 
frons of the many erroneous Principles, 
Poftrines and Aphoriſms, now in, or 
falſly father'd upon the Heavenly Scienge 
of Prognoſtical Aſtronomy. 


I. FT Any are ſo fooliſhly and careleſ- 
| M ly credulous, as to receive for 
abſolutely true and certain, 

whatſoever has been deliver'd as ſuch by the 
more ancient and more famous Authors in 
this Science, without either receiving from 
the ſaid Authors, or making for themſelves, 
any Experimentary Proot or Demonſtration 
of its Verity ; and this even 1n the Grounds 
and firſt Rudiments hereof : Which alſo are 
in ſome Particulars variouſly deliver'd, ſome 
ſaying one thing, and fome another ; as 


guided by their own bare Fancies, (by then 


miſ-called Reaſon,) without the leaft Teſti- 
mony from any certain or rational Expe- 
TIENCE. | 

2, Having eſpouſed ſuch affirmed Princi- 
ples as they Fancifully conceit ( rather than 
ſolidly find and know ) to be genuine, _ 


then, upon Suppoſition ( or rather ground- 
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leſly confident Concluſion) of their being 
{o, do by the bare Light of their own weak 
Reaſon, without taking or ſeeking any Help 
from Experience, ( were they able to make 


a right Uſe of it, forge ſuch Rules as to 


them ſeem ſuitable to thofe Principles ; and 
accordingly, becauſe the Ninth Houſe is 
ſaid to fignific Religion, { which they on- 
ly know by Reading or Hear-fay,) chere- 
fore the Lord of the Firſt in the Ninth, or 
the Lord of the Ninth in the Firſt, muſt 
needs denote a holy, gracious Native. And 
a Thouſand more fuch ſhallow, and daily 
thwarted Whimſeys. 

3. The very Proper Names of the Signs, 
given them only for Diſtin&ion, by ſuch as 
little underſtood their Qualities ; and mere- 
ly becauſe ar that time poſſeſied by fome 
Conſtellations very imperfectly reſembling 
the Things by whoſe Names they were cal- 
led, are by many very ridiculouſly made a 
Rule whereby to judge of their ſignified Na- 
cures and Difſpolitions, and of the Inclina- 
tions and Propenſions - of thoſe Natives, 
whoſe perſonal Significations are placed in 
them. And theretore, if in Taurus, the Par-. 


ty muſt be laborious ; if in Leo, fierce and 
cruel ; if in Scorpio, falſe and creacherous ; 


if in Aquarius, gentle and courteous ; and 
the like of all other Signs, and for the moſt 
part quite contrary to ,what they really are, 

as 
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as are theſe Whimſeys concerning the Four 
here mentioned. And the ſame is done 
concerning the Planets alfo, as confidently, 
as if Adam had been their God-father. 

4. This Science is inſpected and ſtudied 
by many ; not in any vertuous Inclination 
to conſider the Works of God, and contem- 
plate the wonderful Harmony hereby diſcer- 
nible between Fate and Nature, and to be 
thereby ſerviceable to their Generation ; but 


merely in hope of reaping. Profic to them- 


{elves by the Practice of it, it they ſee any 
likelihood or poflibility of ſo doing : Or 
through a ſneaking Itch of Praiſe and Ap- 
plauſe ; as thinking that if they can but tru- 
ly predict Things to come, it will be ac- 
_ counted a glorious Buſineſs, and make them 
| be every where gazed at with Admiration, 
And all whoſe Studies are influenc'd by ſuch 
Ends, do generally prove but ignorant 
Botchers 1n any Myſtical Science whatſo- 
ever. 

5- The moſt of thoſe who profeſs this 
Science, or pretend an Aﬀection thereunto, 
do buſie themſelves inſlo many other Arts 
and Studies belide, no way pertinent or ne- 
celfary hereunto, and only becauſe they are 
gainful, creditable, or faſhionable, thart it is 

not poſlible tor them to be compleat or 
competent in any, but eſpecially in this, 
which is, of all others, the moit myſterious 

and 
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and ſublime, yet is commonly afforded but 
the very leaſt part of their Time and Endea- 
yours, though vaſt and profound enough to 
employ the whole of both : Concerning 
which, ſo much has been already delivered 

elſewhere, that I need not ſay much here. 
6. Many who make a deeper Search here- 
into, than by bare Speculation, and ( con- 
ceitedly) rational Deduction and Inference z 
and who ſpend fome Time and Pains in 
grounding their Knowledge upon their own 
Experience, by comparing Fates and Acci- 
dents with Radical Poſitions and Directions, 
do yet too haſtily receive, and too credu- 
louſly ſtick to eſtimate Times of Birth, and 
the given or computed Times of cther fig- 
nificant Faces of Heaven, received from the 
Mouths or Hands of others ; and ſuch Po- 
ſitions, and other Sydereal Particulars as 
they find in thele erroneous Copics of Hea- 
ven, they take, without further Scruple, or 
Examination, to be the true'5igns of the 
ſubſequent Events and Occurrences: Where- 
as, did they but privately obſerve, and care- 
fully compute fome few Times of thar kind 
themſelves, and comparc them with the Ac- 
counts taken by, or reccived from others,” 
they would very frequentiy tind a wide Dit- 
agreement. And theretore, 1uch - as Geſire 
to be perfet and exact, ought, from Ob- 
fervetions and Compuratiens of their own, 
OT, 
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or other curious Artiſts, truly and carefully 
made, by proper and ſufficient Means, to 
frame and diſcover Rules concerning, at 
leaſt, ſome ſmall Plurality of notable Acci- 
dents, eſpecially Death and Marriage ; and 
theſe will greatly help to diſcover the true 
Signs of other Events, and the true Times 
of other leſs accurate Obſervations. 

7. Another very miſ-guiding Courſe, fol- 
low'd by many Experimentators, and a 
great Overſight committed by - them, is, 
That they reſt ſatisfied with fome very few 
(and oftentimes * one alone) of a Native's 
Accidents ; and this they uſually affign to 
the next agreeably good or bad Direction, 
which, in their Eſtimate Figure, happens 
about thet time ; requiring no more, bur 
chat, in a general manner, it reſemble (ac- 
cording to received Rudiments) the Quali- 
ty of the Event, as to Goodneſs or Badneſs, 
without heeding of conſidering whether, in 
all other Nativities, it effe& that ſame kind 
of Accident in particular: Whereby it comes 
to paſs, that we frequently find the ſame 
kind of Dire&tion given for Marriage in one 
Nativity, for Preterment in another, for 
Legacy in another, for the Birth of a Child 
in another, &-c. never heeding any more, 
but that the Direction happen ( in their gi- 
ven Figure) about the fame time with the 
Accident, and be, in general, good or bad, 
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as that is : Whereas, did they diligently en- 
quire and know the whole Series of a Na- 
tive's rega:dable Accidents, and turn their 
Eſtimate (if it needed a Change ) to ſuch 
a corrected Face of Heaven, as afforded an 
Agreement, both in Time and Quality, be- 
tween all the ſeveral Accidents and Dire- 
&ions, it would much more rightly guide 
them to make a right Afignation, and 
thence to diſcover the proper Effects of pars 
ticutar Directions more truly ; the Omiftion 
of which Enquiry, and. Lack of which 
Knowledge, is the Cauſe thac many good 
and bad Accidents are attributed to ( accor- 
ding!y good or bad ) Directions, which do 
not at all ſignifie them. 

8, The Reports and Accounts of the 
Time and Quality of Actions and Acci- 
dents, both,publick and private, are ſome or 
oftentimes amiſs, and may thereby cauſe an 
erroneous Notion of the Significations and 
Eftets of a Planetary Direction and Confi- 
guration. Wherefore an honeſt Studenc 
ought to be very careful not to be over-haſty 
in believing Relations or Hiitoties, without 
{ome Plurality of Teſtimenies,or other very 
aſluring Circumſtances ; nor to make his 
Fxpericnce by any bur f.:ch as he is, by 
thoſe Muans, very ſure of, and beyond the, 
Panger and Poll'bitity of Lecepiton,

9. It muſt be confeſſed, that the long Te- 
norance of the true Syſtem of the Heavens, 
and of the Frame and Order of the Plane- 
tary Orbs and Motions, and of the true and 
natural Equation of Time, and of other 
chief Uranometrical Matters, and the con- 
ſequent Unexa&neſs and great Imperfeion 
of Planetary Tables, both General and Di- 
urnal, has greatly contributed to the ma- 
ny Imperfettions of this Mantical part of the 
Science ; which being wholly grounded up- 
on the other, can, even with the greateſt 
Care and Judgment, be no further perfeet 
than that is ſo. But we hope that as the for- 
mer daily draws nearer to Perfection, by 
the Sgacity and Induſtry of many eminent 
Skillſmen, ſo will the other alſo, whoſe hi- 
therto Defects are altogether as excuſable, 
though I cannot ſay that its Errours are ſo 
to0. 

io. Many falſe and ignorant Pretenders, 
through a groundleſs Conceit of themſelves, 
or a baſe Ambition to be thought what they 
2rc not, or a ſhirkiſh Endeavour to flatter 
fome Patron or Favourite, do give us for 
certain Signs of = Vertue, Wir, Wiſdom 
and Happineſs, ſuch Politions and Configu- 
rations as happen d in their own, or their 
foothed Minion's Nativity, how ditionant 
foever to both Art, Nature, Reaſon and Ex- 
perience. And therefore, 3Zercryin the Houſe 
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of Saturn or Mars, or in Reception or good 
Ray with either, or in Airy Signs, or he 
ſtrong in his own Dignities, or the Aſcen- 
dant or its Lord in either of his Houſes, muſt 
give a great Wit, and a very ingenious and 
judicious Perſon ; and a "Thouſand more 
) ſuch Trifleries, whoſe Untruth is obvious 
and notorious, -as being frequently found to 
be utterly falſe, and ſerve only to putf up 
Fools, and incapable Blockheads, as the Na- 
tives of ſuch Poſitions very often are, (eſpc- 
cially Mercury in the Houſes; or in Conjun- 
dion with the Perſons of Saturn or Mars, } 
with vain and idle Conceits of their Accom- 
pliſhments ; and afford them Colour for 
Jackanapiſh Brags and Pretences, when they 
find ſuch Fables deliver'd by Men of Name, 
and in large, well bound, and neatly gar- 
niſh'd Volumes, which to many Capacities 

gives great Credit to the Matter. 
| 11, Others, in Spight and Malice to ſome 
particular Perſon, and to render him hared 
or contemned, in revenge of ſome ( perhaps 
deſerved) ill Turn, do canker 'dly propoſe, 
as {ure Signs of ſome great Vice, Defect, or 
future Calamity, ſuch Poſitions, Radiations, 
and Direfions as happen at the Birth, or in 
the Geniture of the ſaid maligned Party. 
Thus an Infortunein ill Aſpect to the Aſcci- 
dant, its Lord, the Sn, or Moon, mult in- 
fallibly betoken a Villain, or wicked Perfon. 
D 2 Mercur } 
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Afercury cadent, weak, or affiited ; ons 
void of Vic and Judgment : And Millions 
more of ſuch forged Sotteries ; which, when 
attended with the aforeſaid Circumſtances, 
da gitbly go down with many for real 
Triths, to the Abathment of many honeſt 
and ingenious Perſons, in whole Nativities 
tH2y arc often to be met with. 

12, Such as ſtudy this Science, do almoſt 
wholly and generally confine their Endea- 
vours to only ſome one part of it ; which is 
a grand Reaton of their making fo flow Ad- 
vances therein, and being all their Lives to 
far ſhort of any competent Perfection : There 
being many things diſcoverable in each Par- 
ticular Branca thereof, that may be very 
helpful to a right Underſtanding of every 
of the other Branches ; and will not fo rea- 
dily be found, nor fir Opportunities of dif- 
covering them be ſo frequently met with by 
ſuch as apply themiclves to one part alone. 
And the Part or Branch th''s chitei.y purſued, 
is that of Nativities ; which, as things com- 
monly happen, is of all others the untitteſt, 
in regard that rot only the true Moment 1s 
uſually much miſ-given, bur ofcentimes the 
Day, and ſometimes the Year alto : And 
even when the true Day and Hour of Birth 
are given, yet by the Over-ſight of the Cal- 
culator or Publiſher, the Places of all or 
fome of the Planets are amiſs, by _ in 
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Computation, or Miſtake of the Day in 
their Ephemer:s. Of all which kinds of Er- 
rour I could give full Proof in ſundry Nati- 
vities now publick, and which paſs current 
for true ones : Whereby Learners and Ex- 
perimentators are often greatly puzzl'd and 
diitracted, as .finding no Harmony in the 
ſeveral Genitures examin*d about any one 
Accident or Circumſtance, for the finding 
and framing a Rule concerning it. So that 
Beginners have need to try a Nativity 
throughly in all thoſe Reſpects, before they 
receive it as a Foundation of Knowledge or 


Practice.
